a/  NOTES  ON  COVERAGE:  It  la  emphasised  that  d.*t"  oi.  prime  contracts  by  Stats  do  not  provide  any 
direct  Indication  as  to  the  State  In  which  lie  actual  production  work  la  done .  For  the  major¬ 
ity  of  contracts  with  manufacturers,  the  data  teflect  the  location  of  the  plsnt  where  the 
product  will  be  finally  processed  and  assembled.  11  processing  or  assembly  la  to  bo  per  formed 
In  more  than  one  plant  of  a  prime  contractor,  the  location  shovr  Is  the  plant  where  the  largest 
dollar  amount  of  work  will  take  place.  Construction  contracts  are  shown  for  the  Stete  where 
the  construction  Is  to  be  performed.  For  purchases  from  wholesale  or  other  distribution  fins, 
the  location  is  the  address  of  the  contractor's  place  of  buaineae.  For  service  contracts,  the 
lucaHon  is  generally  the  p^ace  where  the  service  la  performed,  but  for  transportation  and 
communications  services  the  home  office  address  is  frequently  used . 

More  important  is  the  fact  that  the  reports  refer  to  prime  contracts  only,  end  cannot  In  any 
way  reflect  the  distribution  of  the  very  substantial  Mount  of  material  and  component  fabri¬ 
cation  and  other  subcontract  work  that  may  he  done  outside  the  State  where  final  aaaemblv  or 
delivery  takes  place. 

The  report  Includes  definitive  contracts  and  funded  portions  of  letter  contracts  and  letters  of 
intent,  job  orders,  task  orders,  and  purchaaa  orders  on  Industrial  firms,  and  also  includes 
Interdepartmental  purchases  made  from  or  through  other  governmental  agencies  such  as  those  made 
through  the  General  Services  Administration.  The  State  data  include  upward  or  downward  re¬ 
visions  and  adjustments  over  $10,000,  such  as  cancellations,  price  changes,  supplemental 
agreements,  amendments,  etc. 

The  estimated  amounts  of  lndaflnlta  delivery,  open-end,  or  call-type  contracts  for  petroleum 
are  Included  in  the  report.  Except  for  petroleum  contracts,  the  report  does  not  Include 
indefinite  delivery,  open-end,  or  call-type  contracts  as  such,  but  does  Include  specific  pur¬ 
chases  or  delivery  orders  over  $10,000  which  are  placed  against  these  contracts.  Also  excluded 
from  the  report  are  projact  orders,  that  Is  production  orders  issued  eo  govsrnmsnt-owned-snd- 
operated  facilities  such  as  Navy  shipyards.  However,  the  report  includes  the  contracts  pieced 
with  Industry  by  the  government-operated  facility  to  complete  the  production  order.
